If at all 
Two men. or a man and boy, egn 
run grain throtfrh an ordinary farnfc 
size fanning mill at tbe rate of about 
30 or 40 bushels per hour, ar.d grade 
It as Indicated. If the seed is fairly 
good, half of the best of H may be 
used for seed. If it is not very good, 
only 10 per cent or 25 per cent, 
should be kept for seed. The too^it 
taken out can be regulated by adjust¬ 
ing the sieve# and wind. The lighter 
grain separated la not wasted, as It 
may be sold or usod for feed The 
plan simply provides for using the 
best seed for seeding, nd disposing 
of the poorer seed. Just as one saves 
the best animals for his breeding 
stock and sella tbe others. 

If "6 per cent, of the grain Is saved 
for seed, its only cost Is to. grade dt er 
separate U from the other grain If 
two men. whose time Is #orth 50 
ednte per tour, can run 32 bushels of 
grain through a fanning ’mill, and 
grr.de oQt eight bushels of tbe 
best seed, the sddtticnal cost of the 
8 bushels will be 50 cents, or 8 cents 
per bushels.

To Assist Farmers of West 


Banks Will 8«nd Them Circulars on 
ths Moisture Problem 

The chartered banks In tbe prairie 
provinces have Jointly decided to 
send through the mails this spring 
one hundred thousand circular letters 
to farmers, urging tpem to do the 
necessary work to preserve the mois¬ 
ture in tbe soil. This is n step which 
has never before been taken in the 
history of banking in this province^ 
The message to fanners was prepared 
by the department of agriculture of 
Saskatchewan and it ts Intended sa a 
last word to grain growers before 
they go on land In tho spring. Pack¬ 
ages of these circulars, with the best 
advice of experts In grain growing, 
will be sent vto hundreds of branch 
banks and from these branches copies 
will be mailed to thousands of cus¬ 
tomers. Copies of the circulars will 
also be posted In many public places 
In tbe towns where the banks havn 
these branches. 

“There Is no sentiment In this pro¬ 
posed action of the banks," said a 
leading banker. “Many thousands of 
grain growers in-the prairie provinces 
owe money to tbe banks and we are 
naturally anxious that they should all 
be In a position to pay ibis next fall. 
The condition this spring will be veyr 
much better than It waa last spring 
in the matter of moisture. If suffic¬ 
ient work Is dons by our grain grow¬ 
ers to preserve tbe moisture that la 
already In the rround, a failure of 
the crop of 1915 from drought would 
be Impossible.

Use of Vaccines in Disease 


(Contributed by University of Alberta) 

After many years of studying bac¬ 
teria In a laboratory scientist* have 
discovered that by, growing bacteria, 
killing thorn by heat, aad Injecting 
them into the human body by meana 
of a hypodermic eyrtngo they caa 
cause the blood of that body to form 
a substance that will protect It from 
the disease which that germ would 
cause. This preparation la called a 
vaccine and Is used to prevent ty¬ 
phoid fever. It le also used as a 
treatment for the disease. Maq/ 
other bacteria are prepared la the 
same way and wll cure boils, eryslpt- 
las and some forms of blood poison¬ 
ing. Dog's distemper, which Is due to 
a special microbe, can be prevented 
and treated In n similar manner. 

There le another way in which dis¬ 
eases can be prevented end treated. 

| If the poison found by bacteria la In¬ 
jected Into a horse, a substance will 
be manufactured In ita blood which 
will prevent the horse from taking 
the disease caused by these bacteria. 
If then some of the blood be drawn 
off and allowed to clot, the serum or 
wmtery part can be taken and used 
to treat human belnga. For Instance, 
diphtheria anti-toxin la made by in¬ 
jecting a hors# with tJie poison 
formant by the diphtheria prm which 
has been grown In the culture tuts, 
smd thus we get from the horse with 
out killing it the antitoxin which 
every year eaves thousands of Urea 
al! over the world. / 

A serum which Is used to prevent 
hog cholera la prepared In much the 
same wuy. 

All thia work has been d)ne -by 
irlentlatk |q the last fifteen years. 
Another fifteen years may see wiped 
out some of the diseases which have 
from the earliest period of th* 
world’s history visited us as plagues 
and caused sums of money to individ¬ 
uals and governments which might 
have been spent in giving us better 
health and grealbr happiness while 
we lived.

Slaves From Arabs 

A letter received from ^rthur Han 
kin, now serving as wireless operator 
on n British battleship cruising off 
northeast Africa, describes the cap¬ 
ture, in the Red Sea. of a large sail¬ 
ing vessel engaged In carrying cap¬ 
ture* African natives to Arabia to be 
sold as sieves Tbs letter says. In 
part; 

“There was a large canvas lying In 
her bow. and when this was raised we 
found the front of the ship packed 
with slave women and little boye. 
The poor women were scared nearly 
to death. The Llavers had told them 
we would cut off their beads If we 
caught them, and threatened to knife 
them If they moved under the can¬ 
vas. * 

“We had to tower a boat and lift 
them Into It. and then ralae them In 
the boat on board. So weak and 
cramped were they that they could 
hardly stand. Some men and bdya 
taken off were In much better condi¬ 
tion. although they had been cbalded 
In the ship eight days The last two 
days they had been without food.

Many people seem to be under 
the impression that tbe coming 
prohibition campaign is apolitical 
affair run by the present Govern¬ 
ment at Edmonton, and that tbe 
prohibition vote to be taken on 
July 21st is tbe same as an election. 
This view, if left uncorrected will 
do much to give people a totally 
wrong impression of the whole 
affair. 

There la nothing political about 
it at all. It is purely a people's 
affair in which the people them¬ 
selves have tbe decision in their 
hands without in any way affect- 
ing tbe Government. Last fall a 
deputation of the Moral and Tem¬ 
perance Reform League visited the 
Government at Edmonton, and in 
answer to tbeir plea for prohibition, 
the premier promised them that 
they should have the opportunity 
of putting their case before the 
people in July 1915. 

The voter it not being asked to 
support any Government measure 
at all. He is simply requested to 
show, bv his vote whether he is in 
favor of prohibition or not, and in 
that way hr ia able to use bis 
power as a voter. 

But it is necessary that any and 
all ideas regarding this matter be¬ 
ing of a political nature should be 
contradicted at once, and the peo¬ 
ple given to understand that the 
issue is purely a moral one.

Iu every caae the worker 
showed a decline in efficiency of 
from 7.6 to 8 per cent. After ex¬ 
perimenting with a number of 
Germans the professor tried tbe 
same experiment with men of 
other races and under different 
climate conditions, and tbe results 
were practically tbe same.

He tried some 
accountants and tested tbeir ability 
to add long columns of figures. 
At first tbe accountants worked 
without alcohol, and then they 
were given four cupfuls of claret a 
day. On the very first day tbeir 
work fell off 3.1 per cent and it 
steadily declined until at the end 
of two weeks the loss was 15.3 in 
daily efficiency. His next ex¬ 
periment was with printers com¬ 
positors, and one week of alcohol 
lessened their speed 9.6 per cent. 
In all these cases there was, of 
course, no evidence of intoxication, 
and doubt lesseach man would have 
denied that his working efficiency 
was impaired in tbe slightest de¬

lion*, emphasised by the kaiser wbtn 
he exhorted the soldiers to "deport 
themselves like the “Huns'* In Thins, 
end to “gain the reputation of Atllla," 
This brutality Is the essential spirit 
ef Herman militarism, v and through 
the army has. Mr. Harrison insists, 
permeated Into all grade* of Herman 
civil life. 

The Individual Herman l« not cruel 
for the sake of cruelty. His brutality 
H rather a method. He would refuse 1 
to attend a bullfight or cochlgbt. or 
any spectacle of deliberate cruelty, 
but he would think nothing of cutting 
hie horse's back into bleeding weals 
If the animal Jibbed or shied or throw 
him Mr. Harrison has heard Ger¬ 
mans that complained bitterly of 
pigeon shooting at Monte ear.o, era 
phatlcallj Justify the right of soldier* 
to shoot at sight all suspected of 
frmnctlrage. and to destroy any vil¬ 
lage or town where civilian acta of 
aggression had been established 
Prompted largely by the kaiser’s per¬ 
sistent preaching, the Hermans have 
educated themselves to the army 
standard of “nithlees attainment of 
the eud In object’’- a principle lhat 
finds expression throughout Oermanr 
In the phrase “Rich imponleren” to 
assert oneself regardless of the 
means or cost. 

This attitude haa a terminology of 
Its own. To fix a man with the eyes 
Is a recognised practice, and has been 
the sole cause’ of many a fatal duel. 
Another practice which has come 
down from the army to the workshop 
Is what drill aerge.vnts term “rolling 
the eyes.” Absurd as it may appear 
this rolling the eyes la.” says Mr. Har¬ 
rison.” “a recognised Herman sign of 


temper, a prelude to disciplinary 
chastisement.” The sergeants use It 
to awi and hold In his man. Thus, If 
a private, struck on tha face by a cor¬ 
poral for having a button off his coat, 
show* resentment by rolling the eyee, 
he is liable to further correction, aa 
the corporal would be if he rolled hie 
eyes at a sergeant,.and the sergeant 
would be If he rolrbtf his eyes at e 
lieutenant, yr a workman would be 
for rolling his eyes et a foreman, 
or a waiter rolling his eyas at a head 
waiter.” Then again there is the 
forefinger sign, the most common ges¬ 
ture of modem Germany. Symbol of 
punitive discipline used as a menace 
and s warning. It la a sergeant’s Aral 
admonition “Petty as such a detail 
may appear,” observes Mi Harrison, 
“in reality it Is interpret live of the 
modern Oerman attitude, and of such 
Gist It is low estonl.Mung and re¬ 
volting to tie world. It M tli? national 
gesture, like the Frenchman's shrug 
of the shoulders, and means Jnst the 
opposite. It represents the civil coun¬ 
terpart of the military doctrlno of 
'striking terror* whence it derives.*' 
Trivial and droll as these idlosyn- 
cracle* may icett. they are none the 
leas characteristic of iho German 
spirit of life, which “to tLa modern 
military garb has led to a social sys¬ 
tem of formality, lickspittle, bul.ylnw. 
end brutality. Inconceivable to any¬ 
one that has not lived In Germany 
and studied the system at work.** 
The cult of brualtty haa been 
preached for fifteen years, not only in 
the army and on political platforms, 
but from university chairs, and. ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Harrison, produced 
serious social disease In the nation. 
Brutal outrages upon children have 
become chronic in the lower classes, 
and sox perversities In the upper 
Strangely brutal crimes have become 
so common as to “constitute unmis¬ 
takable scientific ground for speaking 
of the patheological state of Germany 
sa the direct product of the im 
perlal physical force doctrine.” In 
the Oerman armies we are fighting a 
doctrine of brutality, the national at 
tltude. Though I find It hard to 
credit the reporta of Oerman soldiers 
firing under cover or flags of truce 
and the Red Cross, I know that the 
Germans will not only wage war 
brutality but p tlesaly, aa their em¬ 
peror has frequently behooved them 
to. We at any rate, will keep the 
flag clean. Let us try and remember 
that the Germans ore. c misguided 
nation, suffering pathologically from 
disease—a disease caught from the 
kaiser, which may be described as 
“Intelligent brutallt/.” 


Russia and Britain 


English Writer Sees a Great Future 
For the Lend of the Czar 
For the next two hundred years 
the British empire and the Russlen 
empire.wn be tho two greatest powers 
In the ^worldf^rrltes^iUinliton Fyfe 
in the London Dallv MalrNyThey must 
make up tneir minds to have done 
with bickering, to be senslbI\to be 
friends. • ^ 

Looking beneath the surface of 
things, 1 see IbLi war as a struggle 
between the British empire and Ger¬ 
many for the Twentieth century. Each 
century in modern times has been 
dominated by one power. The six¬ 
teenth was Spain’s century, the 
seventeenth Holland's. The eigh¬ 
teenth belonged to France, sad the 
nineteenth to Englcnd. Now It was 
clear, as the nineteenth century drew 
near its end that England alone could 
not hope for another term of suprem¬ 
acy. But England had brought Into 
being an omplre, world wlae, Immense 
in population and in wealth. It seem¬ 
ed that the sceptre—not of actual 
rule, of course, not of physical or 
material domination, but of Influence 
by character—might pass from the 
Mother to the children. 

Germany alone disputed this order 
of succession. That la why the world 
la at war tooay. But Germany can¬ 
not conquer k the British empire; she 
la breaking her nalla against a rock. 
Therefore to that empire will belong 
the Twentieth Century, and to Russia 
when she has awakened the Intelli¬ 
gence of her peasant million* and de¬ 
veloped her resources, will surely be- 
fong the twenty-first. Let us both 
recognize this and live at peace. 

We have In truth, more In com¬ 
mon with Russians than with any 
other nation. We are. for Instance, 
obstinate and inconsistent; so sre 
they If we taunt them with sticking 
to their old caleucar, which Is thir¬ 
teen days behind everyone olae'e, they 
can point In reply to our pig headed 
and far more Inconvenient retention 
of peculiar meaanre of money and 
weight and length. In place of the 
decimal system used ty everyone 
else When we complain that their 
alphabet haa thirty-six letters In It 
their retort Is; "It enables us to spell 
as we pronomce. whereas vour spell¬ 
ing and pronunciation are not related 
at all!” Kngllshrwn who are rash 
enough to pity Russians because they 
“lack political freedom” are remind¬ 
ed that there is no Mrs. Grundy in 
Russia to check personal freedom 
with a fa» more galling bond. 

No Russian who knows the world 
denies that his country is behind the 
other great powers both In the com¬ 
mon level of intelligence sod in mech¬ 
anical conveniences. This has ad¬ 
vantages, however. It is anooylng 
that Petrograd should be so badly 
paved, that laundries should, make a 

R ractlce of keeping your ‘‘washing’' 
>r three weeks instead of one, that 
there should be no regularity In the 
postal or In any other service, wheth¬ 
er private or state. But these* are 
trifles In the general scheme of 
life. If against such drawback* we 

C t the comforts of strong nerves, 
w cities, no rush from the land, no 
Industrial weakening of the greater 
part of the population, the balance 
win scarcely go against these, wheth 
sr we consider general happlnesi only 


or take Into-account the health of 
generations to-eeme. 

They hare their effect as well upon 
the solidarity of national sentimeat. 
Every Huns inn wants to free Con¬ 
stantinople from the Tur»\ Some 
went this because Russia needs an 
outlet Into the Mediterranean, end 
can not any longer submit to the 
Dardanelles being treated as private 
property. Some see that the chief 
development of ^Russia's natural 
wealth must he In the south, and be¬ 
lieve that destiny Is forcing her 
towards the Golden Horn. Most want 
It because they :u.ve been taught that 
CUrttX is dishonored by the worship 
of Islam In the 4'athedfal of St. Sh- 
phla. * 

Well, what are we going to do 
shout It? Keep up our old policy of 
suspicion? Attempt to deny Russia 
that for which she ardently longs? 
Blest in the accents of the 'eighties 
shout the highroad o India? Or with 
frank and friendly agreement tell our 
ally. “We shall not stand in your 
wa>?” If we do not thero is trouble 
ahead for everybody. I should not- be 
doing my duty * ! did not aay that 
Russians are watching very closely 
for signs of Engalnd’s temper In 
this matter of Constantinople and the 
Dardanelles. 


Russia Will Feed the Allies 


Mlnlstsrs of Finance Arrange For 
Westward ghlpmenta of Whoat 
at 8peclal Rates 

An Important result of Die confer 
ence of the ministers of Finance of 
Orest Britain, France and Russia In 
Paris is, according to an article by 
Dr. E J. DU Ion in the Dally Tele¬ 
graph, that the vast supplies of cer¬ 
eals now hoarded up In Russia will 
be sold and conveyed to western 
Europe by way of Archangel and 
Vladlvoatok. The cost of conveyance 
wlU be cut down to the lowest limits 
by the introduction of special 

freights. This reduction In the cost 
of transportation, taken together with 
the low prices of foodstuffs which 
. now rule In Russia and the exception¬ 
ally abundant crops In Siberia, will 
‘ enable the exporter to sell corn to 
the aUles at rates which cannot but 
have a beneficial effect on the mar¬ 
kets generally from the consumer’s 
point of view. 

“As long as Russia had to keep 
her foodstuffs within her own boon l- 
sry other corn growing countries,” 
,Dr. Dillon remarks, "had it In their 
! power to raise prices to their hearts’ 
content But once the allies find It 
to their advantage to draw on Rus 
l aai’a granaries sr. ply the demand 
will tend to he equalized, and food¬ 
stuffs will become proportionately 
cheaper.” 

This transaction, which was unant- 
i-mously agreed upon by the three min¬ 
isters, will hare the further effect of 
j lightening the burden of Russia s In¬ 
debtedness and of contributing to a 
better rate of exchange. 


Rullft Lika a Battleship and Equipped 

, With Quick-Firing Guna 

The armored train la stated to have 
been the Idea of Lord Fisher, end It 
played a prominent part tn the Boer 
war, where It proved highly service¬ 
able in spirited attacks upon roving 
parties of the enemy, and also .n 
patrol dutlea. But in reality It was 
i» somewhat crude weapon. An en¬ 
gine was combined with a flat car to 
form a single unit, the whole of 
which was enclosed in a steel plate 
envelope. In general appearance the 
train resembled a steel box, tho walls 
of which were rofitmued inwards to 
a sufficient height to protect the 
marksman when standing upright up¬ 
on the deck of the truck. The whole 
of the engine was encased so sa to 
secure complete protection of the. 
vital parts, only the top of the funnel 
being visible. 

The walls of the train were loop- 
holed to facilitate riflo fire, while, in 
some Instances, provision was made 
also for the mounting end manipu¬ 
lation of machine guns. These novel 
weapons of war created considerable 
astonishment and produced decided 
discomfiture upon their first »Mear 
ance among, the unsophisticated 
Boers. 

But the armored train of today is 
a far more formidable and Voeful 
military weapon. In one or two In¬ 
stances. what might be described as 
armored railway motor cars, similar 
to those which were utilized In the 
South African war. have been 
brought Into aervlce, but their value 
is relatively negligible when ranged 
against a foe which depends vitally 
upon Its artillery. 

It Is an armored train In the fullest 
interpretation -ef the term, since It 
comprises a number of vehicles coup¬ 
led together, with the locomotlvS 
placed In the ceLtre. "his central 
disposition of tbe locomotive is de¬ 
cidedly advantageous and enhances 
the formidable character of the train. 
An equal number of vehicles being 
attached to either end of the pro¬ 
pelling vehicle and a etmilar arma¬ 
ment being carried in each section, 
the train haa complete command of 
the country on all aides of the rail¬ 
way. 

This train, however, is not im¬ 
provised from exist Ir 7 stock, but is 
of special construction. The vehicles 
are of the two four wheel truck type 
with substantial -teel girder framing 

The walls are of heavy steel plate 
carried from floor cf th< truck to the 
roof. In aome instances tbe walls are 
vertical, hot in oth.*r cases they have 
an Inward slope In tbe former In¬ 
stance the vehicle la roofless, but Jn 
the Utter case a roof Is provided, 
thus securing protection against 
shrapnel fire. The forces accommo¬ 
dated in the open armored truck, 
however, are extended on cither side 
of the vehicle, a semi roof ia fitted 
supported by vertical steel posts ris¬ 
ing from the floor of the truck. This 
protection le closely simller to that 
adopted In the trenches, and to r. 
certain degree, perform the self¬ 
same purpose, because tbe marksmen 
afe protected from shell fire while at 
the loopholes with which the walls 
are dertted. 

A central gangway extends from 
end to end of tha train, so that the 
members of the crew have free move¬ 
ment. and are able to concentrate 
their efforts at any desired point. 
Rome idea of the roominess of the 
vehicles may be gathered from tbe 
fact that meals may be cooked and 
enjoyed aboard with every comfort. 
The outstanding feature of the armor¬ 
ed trains, however, is the artillery 
equipment Light guns, throwing high 
explosive shrapnel shells, sre pUred 
at lntervaU. The guns are centrally 
mounted and provided wtih steel 
shields for the benefit of the gun 
crew. The walls of the truck on 
either side of the guns sre fitted with 
doors so aa tc facilitate the trans¬ 
ference of ammunition* The guna 
nre so disposed as to be trained 
through a fairly high elevation, and 
may also be swung through a com¬ 
plete circle so aa to be fired upon 
Leither side of the line. 

The installation of guna of auch 
calibre upon an armored train la 
somewhat unusual, but it enhances 
the fighting value of the train to a 
very pronounced degree, ss experi¬ 
ence has shown. One might wonder 
how a train could possibly withstand 
the recoil arising from the discharge 
of a weapon, but owing to the solid 
and heavy construction of the truck, 
and the fact that *.he centre of grav¬ 
ity Is placed somewhat low, the whole 
battery of guns may be Cred simul¬ 
taneously over one side without Im¬ 
perilling the stability or the safety 
of the train tn tbe slightest degree. 
In fact, when a broadsiJe la dis¬ 
charged. the only perceptible effect 
of the «ecoil Is a slight "kick” side¬ 
ways on the part of the train, and the 
flying dpen of tbe doors on the de¬ 
pressed side. 

Although condemned to the rails, 
the armored train has come to be 
regarded as a substantial force and 
a difficult facto? with which to reckon 
In warfare.

At a time whan the ways sad mesas 
of internal revenue sre being con¬ 
sidered. attentlcn L dlrectod to the i 
twine and cordage ‘nduttry. Those 
now engaged In the Industry In Can¬ 
ada rlaldl that It suffers from class 
legislation, and that the better sup¬ 
port of a healthy home Industry ruth 
er than encouraging importations? 
would result In retaining for circula¬ 
tion in Canada, a large amount of 
money that la now lost to tha.«oun 

try. 

Some seventy-five per cbnt of the 
twine and coraagt* requirements of 
Canada sre now on tbs fre* list, snd 
considerably over half of the con¬ 
sumption Is Imported. Twenty-five or 
more cordage and twine farturle* 
have operated la Canada during the 
past twenty years, snd the u 
of failures would clearly Indicate that 
the industry has been, beset with 
many difficulties. It'is stated that 
nearly all of the plants which hare 
ceased to operate have gone out of 
bMlnesa since the free listing of most 
of their products has come into er 
feet. As many of the American cord¬ 
age makeis, with a touch vider mar¬ 
ket. . have ceased operatlone. little 
criticism of the failure of Canadian 
factories to succeed can be made in 
view of the greater difficulties with 

S which they have had to contend. 

' The manufacture of liluder twine In 
Canada has proven to be unusually 
speculative and risky under existing 
conditions, and it la believed that 
some readjustment of the tariff should 
be made to entourage t ila industry. 
Hut on a paying basis, with : n ever- 
widening market through the In¬ 
crease in agricultural snd fishing 
pursuits, an ! dustry giving employ¬ 
ment to a large number of people 
would result, snd large sums of 
money would be kept for circulation 
la Canada, that arc now expended on 
foreign products and consequently 
lost to Canada.

While British arms sre adding new 
bits of territory to tbe empire

The Neueste Nacbrlchten haa pub¬ 
lished au Interview with Dr. Lutfwlg 
Oanghofer, the German author, in 
which le given a further accoent of 
the writer's visit to Emperor William 
at the Imperial field headquarters. Dr. 
Ganghofer says: 

"I beard and saw an example of the 
emperor’s quiet patience with slan¬ 
derous statements which should be 
instructive for us all. Remark* of 
auch a nature embitter him, but even 
in his greatest excitement he never 
loses the mastery of his tongue. 1 
heard him say in such a case. “That 
Is strong, but It Is silly also. It Is 
fortunate that truth is always wiser 
In tbe long run and that it has longer 
legs.* 

"Nevertheless there Is a slight vi¬ 
bration in hla majesty's voice when 
the subject Is our Germanic cousins 
across the rhannel 

“In a conversation with the repre¬ 
sentative of a neutral state the em¬ 
peror once said: "You are a sports¬ 
man. When In a horse race, the weak¬ 
er animals gradually drop out and 
only tbe two strongest are left, have 
you ever seen the jockey of the horse 
which threatens to fall behind strike 
with his whip at that Jockey of the 
more ambitious and stronger ani¬ 
mal?” 

“The man question? i shook his 
head. The emperor continued 'Why 
does England strike at us? Why does 
she not rather striks at her own 
weakening horser 

Yes. olner words of the emperor 
must be remembered. 

"On one occasion hs made this re¬ 
mark:* 'Many people wuo judge us 
Germans solely by outward polish 
and term ua barbarians, seem not to 
know that there is a great difference 
between civilization and “kultur.” 
England certainly le a hlghlyfclvllized 
nation. One notices that always In 
tbe drawing room, but to have "kul¬ 
tur” means to possess deep con¬ 
science and high morals. My Germans 
have conscience and morale. 

"When they say In other lecde that 
It was my Intention to found a world 
empire, that lfl the funniest nonsense 
ever said about me. But In the mo¬ 
rale. Industry and conscience of the 
German people la to be found a con¬ 
quering power that will open the 
world for them.' ” 


Agriculture in Schools 


Agricultural Specialists Will te Ap¬ 
pointed for British Columbia 
High School 

The British Columbia department 
of education has decided to Include 
agriculture ss an optional subject in 
the high schools, thereby making it 
possible for boys to pursue this 
branch of study after leaving the 
public school, (’ompetent teachers, 
with special qualifications as Instruc¬ 
tors in ths various branches of agri¬ 
culture, will be appointed In these 
high schools, which will be chosen 
from those schools situated In the 
best agricultural districts The agri¬ 
cultural special lata, in addition to 
teaching agricultural proper, will 
also assist in teaching of some of the 
regular science work of the high 
school, especially the biological part 
They will also spend s part of sach 
week supervising the work In ele¬ 
mentary agrietture And school gar¬ 
dening In the public achoola of the 
districts of municipalities in which 
the high schools are situated Exten¬ 
sion classes . in agriculture will be 
opened In these particular high 
schools for boys and young men who 
are r.ot regular students In the high 
school and who can give only a por¬ 
tion of their time to auch studies. 
These classes will be held either 
during the day or In tho evening, ss 
may be found convenient or desirable.

German Newspaper Admits Ambi¬ 
tions Lroufht War 
The Ixjr.don Naval and Military 
Record says: “The Germfc* news¬ 
papers arc beginning to admit that 
their navy has proved a bad invest¬ 
ment It ia very significant that the 
I«okal Anzciger of Berlin has been 
led to admit that the 'dangers which 
at present menace Germany are far 
greater than those of 1870.' and that 
these dangers would not exist if we 
had not In the meantime developed 
•o wonderfully ^pil* paper proceeds 
to discuss thencrowth of European 
armies, but It doe not find in this 
movement g satisfactory explanation 
of the difficulties which srj Increas¬ 
ingly ambarraasing the (Wmuni. It 
admits that ‘the decisive change does 
not. however, consist in tbe Increase 
of armament, but in the fact that 
while Germany 44 year., ago was 
only a land power, ahj has since 
forced her way up ter the position of 
one of the most Important naval pow¬ 
ers.' But even more leceutly than 
this admission is the statement that 
'without this development we should 
not perhaps have the war today ’ 
Perhape the Germans are beginning 
to realize that tneir navy lias proven 
an exceedingly coat*.* Investment 
They antagonized continental powers 
by the inrreaae of the army, but It 
waa the uaval movement which mo«t 
arrested the attention of the world 
and created that spirit of hostility' to 
Herman ambition which has foand 
expression In neutral countries. This 
effect waa produced less, perhep*. by 
the building of ships than by pro¬ 
paganda which waa cncouiaged by 
Germany and Admiral Von Tirpltx. 
Americans, for Ins ance. were not 
alarmed so much by the Ns* y Acts as 
by the declarations by tbe Kat«er lhat 
he was ‘Admiral of the Atlantic.’ that 
‘the trident must l>e In Germany »* 
list,' and that 'nothing must occur 
In any ocean cf the world without 
Germany's consent.' ” 


Russia Buys Vessel 

Takes Newfoundland Steamer to Do 
8omo lee Breaking 

Tbe steel steamer Llntrose, built 
for the Reid Newfoundland Govnpany 
In 1913, has been purchased by the 
Russian government for service as 
au Ice breaker in the White Hea The 
vessel will replace the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment Ice breaker Earl Grey, which 
proved Inadequate to cope with the 
severe con lltlona,. and Is now froxen 
In at Arrhangel. The Llntrose has 
•ailed for Philadelphia, whera It is 
understood she will take on supplies 
and passengers before proceeding to 
Europe. 

The Llntroee has been running be¬ 
tween Port aux Basques, at the south¬ 
west extremity of Newfoundland, and 
North 8ydney, I' B, and haa shown 
herself sufficiently powerful to plow 
. through tie Ice of Cabot Strait and 
j make nightly trips throughout the 
winter montha. The steamer registers 
1,816 tons, and la 256 feet ffeng.

Trawlers Playing Important Part in 
Keeping Sea Open 

The nickname ot “Mosquito fleet.” 
applied to Ihe navy's torpedo flotilla, 
should properly '• given to tbe 
steam fiah'ng trawlers, of which tbe 
government I* gathering together a 
swarm for the three-fold purpose of 
mloe-fweeptrg; protecting the bat¬ 
tleships from submarines nod oper¬ 
ating In the shaaows of the Belgian 
coast against the Hermans Over 600 
of these boats ware requisitioned, and 
thousands are already out They ara 
found so useful that tbe government 
evidently thinks it cannot have too 
many. 

Trawlers still continue their orlgt- 
nsl duty of seeking for menaces |o 
shipping, ns enormous quantities of 
mine* are still strewed at sea Fol¬ 
lowing the Herman raid on Scarboro 
and the Hartlepool* in December, as 
many as 1,500 mines were picked up 
in onq week. .Many boats have been 
lost In this work; more tbn . has been 
officially announced. 

These Gemma mines, with their 
t bristling contact points, often explode 
I In tha nets. They have enough weight 
attached to their cables to sink them 
•bout four Teel under the surface, so 
they run with the tide to the shallow- 
I er water, where the weight strike* 
bottom and anchopa 
I Nothing ia so effective against tub- 
I marines as n cordon of trawlers 
around a fleet The submarine must 
come close to be effective, and they 
are easily detected by the trawlers 
on rising to the surface to use ths 
periscope There la also the chance 
of getting in n shot at w.ial the navy 
calls “tin whales." 

A large fleet of trawlers will soon 
take part in the Belgian coast opera¬ 
tions, and some already are there. 
They carry one guu forward, another 
aft and two astern. Tho weapora are 
quick flrers of comparatively small 
calibre, but tbe boats sailing in close 
under the lee of the sand .tunes, and 
Increasing the genual volume of Are, 
help n prevent enemy guns from 
taking a base along the shore and 
making a dlrbct target of tha big 
monitors and cr Isers. 

Very few fishing boats arc now left 
in Yarmouth out of Its once great 
fleet, and these are allowed-to fleh 
only off a small atrip of coast More 
over, it ia difficult to man these, 
since practically every able bodied 
fisherman la lifthe navy, to which ha 
belonged aa a reservist
